According to Po Wong, director of 
the ”Chinese Newcomers Service 
Center，most aliens in Chinatown 
are recent immigrants who have not 
been here for the required five years 
to quality for citizenship。 Aside

jobs such as janitorial and other 
menial ones，Wong said that with- 
out adequate language and general 
training，newcomers would still en- 
counter difficulty with the civil serv- 
ice exaims even though the citizen- 
Ship requirement was waived 

Sister Francene Lum，one of the 
five plaintiffs in the suit，said she 
was pleased with the _ Circuit Court 
decision and that she hoped it would 
mean better Opportunities for others. 
For her it might have come too late. 
China-born Sister Francene，who 
has been a resident alien here since 
1946, is now a teacher of English as 
asecond language.

LEGISLATION TO AID 
ALIENS PROPOSED 


Asian irnmigrants may be able to 
receive federal assistance Under a 
bill, HR 989S, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Patsy I， Mink (Hawaii),. 
Passage of the bill，entitled “New 
Americans Education and Employ- 
ment Assistance Act”will provide 
federal money to states and“gate- 
way” cities in the U.S. with large 
immigrant populations, such as San 
Francisco，to be used to carry out 
federal assistance programs in areas 
Such as education，health，housing， 
and job training for permanent resi- 
dent aliens. 

Letters of support may be ad- 
dressed to_ Congressman Carl D. 
Perkins, of Kentucky，chairman. of 
the House Committee on Education 
and Labor, and California Congress- 
man Augustus Hawkins，chairman 
of the subcommittee which will con- 
duct hearings on the bill.

North East Medical Services (NE- 
MS) has been awarded $14,650 to 
begin its_ fight against high blood 
Pressure by the California Regional 
Medical Program (RMP) as part ofa 
statewide initiative to _ combat the 
disease. 

According to Dr. Geoffrey E. Woo- 
Ming，medical director of NEMS 
and director for the six-month 
project， guidelines for screening，in- 
vestigating and counseling high 
blood pressure patients are being 
developed. 

Dr. Woo-Ming reports that thereis 
no substantive data on the incidence 
of high blood pressure among Chi- 
nese-Amiericans. During the prtoject 
NEMS hopes to colleet such data.

CHINA SENDS WAYWARD 
AMERICAN HOME 


CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines 一 
Gerald Kosh, the American who was 
picked up by Chinese defense boats 
ten days ago0，was Sent home last 
week via Hong Kong and the Philip- 
Pines. 

Military sources say that 必 osh was 
dropped on one island by the Saigon 
troops he was observing during the 
recent 9aigon-Peking clash over 
China's Hsihua Islands. 

On January 19 Saigon forces sent 
naval vessels into the oil-rich area 
and opened fire on Chinese patrol 
boats. Saigon rests its claim to the 
islands on the San Francisco Con- 
ference of 1951. However, this claim 
was immediately disputed by both 
Peking and Taiwan governments. At 
that time，Premier Chou En-lai 
pointed out that historically these 
islands“have always been China's 
territory.” 


SUSANA CHEN GUILTY 
OF IMPORTING HEROIN 


In a_ retrial last month，Wai Chu 
Shen, also known as Susana Chen， 
was foeund suilty of illegally import- 
in8 4.S pounds of heroin valued at 
3113.000.

LUCILLES WITHIN AND WITHOUT 


In the January 16，1974, issue of East/West,， we Printed 3 
letter signed by a_ certain “Lucille” attacking the Asian- 
American community's suit against a racist Publication 
issued by the office of California attorney general Evelle 
Younger. The letter contained many hateful remarks direct- 
ed towards Chinese newcComers. 

Our decision to Print the letter in its orlginal form was not 
based on its merits, nor were we trying to arouse the feeling 
of the _ community to rise up against people like“Lucille， 
though we understand that many would be angered by the 
]etter. 

By printing the letter，we hope our community will know 
that the “Lucilles” are real Persons and they are living 
among us， Their feelings，though distasteful to many，are 
authentic and should be dealt with. We know that the Lu- 
cilles” are not confined to any location，class or group. 
Many “Lucilles”could be living in the ghettoes，could be 
considered lower-middle class, and could be Chinese. 

By printing the letter，we hope the conmimunity will face 
this reality: just because we have made some headway im 
racial relationships，not everything is peachy. We Tecognilze 
that many in our community， especially the young, are Stil] 
bathing in the delusion that bias and prejudice are Phenom- 
ena of the past. Once they are in the thick and thin ofrthe 
larger community, they will find out the truth soon enousgh . 

Facing reality is still not enough. We must find ways to 
show the “Lucilles”that the newcomers are not all gang 
members and outlaws, thatthemewcomers have just as much 
right to live freely and decently as the old-timers. As a com- 
munity we must do more to educate the “Lucilles”within 
and without. We mnust not force them into joining under- 
ground hate groups. We must help the “Lucilles”to see how 
the newcomers through history have helped build America 
and have contributed to the shaping of.the democratic life 
as we know lt today. 

America is not the newcomers” “borrowed' country. 
America is their country. America needs them as Imuch as 
they need her. 

The newcomers arenot foreigners nor aliens. They are the 
new Americans.、

In reply to Lucille 


Dear Editor: 

This is an open letter in reply to 
Lucille (E/W 1716). 

Whyis it an injustice for a Chinese 
to participate in the civil rights suit 
against Mt. Evelle Younger for his 
libelous report on the Chinese; have 
you read the report? How is it an in- 
justice for the Chinese people as a 
whole to do so? 

You claim to be ai American of 
many generations born in this coun- 
try and that you are angered along 
with some of your peers by Chinese 
patrticipating in this civil rights suit. 
You use such phrases as“this is only 
your 'borrowed country ”and such 
cliches as“ 这 you do not like your 
Uncle Sammy, then go back to the 
land from which you camel!” 

Evidently you don't know much 
about your owna U.S. history. How 
did youtr ancestors come to this 
countty? How many atrocities did 
some of your great white Anglo 
maniacs commit against the Ameri- 
can Indians2 To name a few: cutting 
off a woman's breast and making 
tobacco pouches out of them 
cutting out a woman's private Parts 
to display on the saddle horn; wan- 
tonly bayoneting babies; not to 
speak of exploitation and genocide. 
Not only were Indians murdered 
outright, but also America's beloved 
English forefathers in a seemingly 
benevolent act of giving blankets to 
the Indians purposely 8gave them 
blankets infected- with disease with 
which to annihilate them. 

You accuse the recent artivals from 
China of pushing American tourists 
and San Francisco natives around in 
the streets just as 过 the Chinese were 
the only ones doing it Where have 


- you been? Doyou and your peers or 


other San Franciscans dare to walk 
around the streets alone late in the 


evening without being afraid of : 


being robbed，beaten，Or sexually 
assaulted? Our own local papers are 
filled with such crimes committed 
by others besides Chinese. Where is 
the freedom one hears so much 
about? Who are you to be so right- 
eotusly and elegantly talking about 
going elsewhere for assistance to bar 
the Chinese immigrants from com- 
ing to this country? 

Originally, the Chinese who came 
to this country were sojourners who 
werte exploited for cheap labor. They 
werenm't interested in staying. If they 
had, the state of California by now 
would be Asian. 

Youtalk about this cotntry having 
no'“need”for Chinese immigrants. 
May I remind you that the-Indians 
were here first and, ileft to them- 
selves，would have well populated 
this continent by now without any 
“iieed” for immigrants whethet they 
be Black， Asian， or _ especially 
White， 

As an American-Chinese， 工 am 
deeply ashamed of my country s 
long history of unjust and even bar- 
batic acts against the Indians and 
other ethnic minofities and of its 
equally long history of intrusions 
and imperialism in other countries. 

This country may be the best coun- 
try to live in，but many people im 
other counttries look Upon Ameri- 
cans with intense hatred. And why 
is this? The first reason is that Some 
Americans，when guests in other 


countries，act Uncouth and boister- 


ous, and show little respect for other 
people's_ customs and traditioms- 


The second and probably more fun- 
damental reason is that they resent 
American intrusion into their econ- 
omy. 

This “Triad”_ report does not 
“cover all Chincse” and therefore 
there is no need to “live down”such 
a _distorted and_racist report， The 
crimes committed by the American 
govyernment are far more serious 
and devastating than those by a 
smalf number of Chinese immi- 
grants. It is you and your fellow 
Wihite-Anglo maniacs who are 
“murderous”no matter when yoOUT 
ancestors artrived. Furthermore，yoU 
need not ,worry about retaliation by 
some Chinese“gang.”They would- 
n't waste their energy on yoOuU.

AVIEW OF THE 
CHINESE NEWCOMERS 


Dear Editor: 


After reading “Lucille's Letter” 
in East/West (1/16/74)，I would 
like to share a few thoughts with 
her on the type of new Chinese 
immigrants who have come to 
America over the past ten, fifteen 
years. 


1. Most of the new immigrants 
are better educated than their 
grandparents a century a80. They 
may not be all college graduates， 
but total illiterates are few. They 
held better jobs in China or other 
southeastern Asian nations before 


-arriving in the United States, Due 


to language and other problems， 
there is widespread underemploy- 
ment. For these better educated 
immigrants, underemployment has 
made many uneasy, frustrated, and 
often bitter. 


2. The new immaigrants have 3 
more sophisticated political aware- 
ness_ than imany of their fore- 
fathers. The older ones have lived 
through years of war and turbu- 
lence in China. The younger ones 
have tasted either the colonial life 
under the British in Hong Kong， 
the Portuguese in Macao，or the 
totalitarian life elsewhere. Others 
may have suffered under anti- 
Chinese regimes in other south- 
eastern Asian countries. They were 
attracted by America, quite obvi- 
ously, by its relatively freer politi- 
cal climnate and the democratic 
form of govermnImment. 


3. The new imnmigrants have 
been .city dwellers，Unlike their 
gandparents, many were born and 
raised in Cities such as Hong 了 ong， 
Canton，and Macao. As we' all 
know，urban living has a way of 
eroding family relations. It also 
Imakes the young People mature 
faster, more independent, and less 
reliant on the family. 


As you can see, the newcormnaers 
are different in many aspects f 位 om 
the old-timers. They cannotchange 
overnight to adqjust to the new' en- 
Vironment， JIndeed，we have no 
right to_ expect an iminediate ad- 
justment. 工 hope you will under- 
stand thls and extend a friendly 
hand to them.

I_ enjoyed your editorial on the 
move from traditional Chinese 
schools to bilingual education (E/W 
12/12/73). At Belmont High School 
in Los Angeles, we have had Chinese 
included in our Foreign Language 
department for Several years. 

Presently there are approximately 
350 Chinese students entolled in 
Belmont，which is located quite 
close to Chinatown. Of the five Chi- 
nese classes offered, three are taught

Miss Chinatown，U.S.A. and her 
court were beautiful in their foat 
and cars. TI noticed that qtite a few 
gitls wore their hair in its natural， 
free style instead of in curls and 
high-puffed-up hair-dos. 

There were， of course，Imany 
beanitiful floats. I was most touched 
with the float hand-made by the 
Chinese Community of the Penin- 
sula and Blessed Man. They had the 
answer to the energy crisis and air 
pollution. The float was pulled 5y 30 
men in front and pushed by 20 from 
behind， The goddess of mercy， 
Kuan Yin, dressed in white， reigned 
at the top ofthefloat with a group of 
ladies also dressed in white with 
white headpieces. Representing the 
petals of a large lotus flower，tbey 
moved Up and down in unison， 
symbolizing a lotus ip bloom. TIhe 
float's theme was,“Within the four 
seas，wWe are all one family.”

A Candid Look atf China“ 


By DINAH LEE 


Speaking to asmall, but enthusias- 
tic Japanese-American audience at 
the Pine Methodist Chnurch in San 
_Francisco recently，Dr. 必 ai-yu Hsu， 
brofessor of humanities and com- 
parative literature at California 
State University, San Francisco, dis- 
cussed the current condition of writ- 
ers in China. : 

Dr. Hsu traveled throughout China 
for six months last year，spending 
most of his time in .Peking and 


nearby areas. A _ handsome man in 


his forties，he was treunited with his 
twin brother for the first time in 
thirty years outside Peking. 

His purpose in applying for such 
an Unusually long period of stay was 
to study writers of post-liberation 
fiction, “his first love.”” Hsu will 
publish his findings this fall adding 
another book to his impressive list of 
accomplishments，among them 
CHpor 五 -ia CHiaaS Cray 五 111 
7zeFice, and a number of anthologies 
on contemporary Chinese literature. 

The sprightly scholar arrived late， 

but made it up to his audience with 
an apology, followed by an informa- 
tive and humorous introduction to 
his lecture. 
SYMPATHETIC VIEW 
In general, he took a sympathetic， 
- 论 Skeptical view of the intellectuals 
Situation in China today. He made 
clear that although -he joined in 
China's hope that team effort would 
produce another Shakespeare，at 
other times he“could sink very low 
in his depression”over China's lite- 
faty state，. 

Hsu read the audience a chapter 
位 om his forthcoming book in which 
he described three genetations of 
writetrs in China: the young appren- 

tice who has always lived under the 
Red Flag， the older “professional” 
whe guides the beginners，and the 
retired suitvivors of pre-liberation 
”days， 

The young intellectual is the happi- 
est of the three，Ssays Hsu，The 
modern literature of China places 
anmnderstandable accent on youth， 
reports Hsu，and the older revolu- 
tionary writers seek to recreate 
youthful zeal in their writing Con- 
vetsely,， the younger writers who do 
not .remember days before 1949 
need the_ experience of the older 
writers to draw Upon. 

The apprentice is taught by Drofes- 
sionals in group seminars. One Such 
professional，a 40-yeat-old named 
Hao Ran, is a much-imitated writer 
in China because of his knack for 
replicating natural peasant speech 
and avoiding Party cjliches， 

Laughing，Hsu told his audience 
that he expected Hao Ran to be 
much older，and less refined，in 
keeping with Hsus mental stereo- 
type of the proletarian man. Conse- 
quently，he shook another man's 
hand and ignored Hao Ran on their 
first meetingl 

OLDER WRITERS 

When Hsu asked about some of the 
older writers he remembered，his 
Chinese hosts often responded with 
a sigh，and “lets not talk about 
that.” Many of the older writers 
have taken to the safer hills of 
scholarly ， research One former 
novelist has pursued the history of 
embroidery for twenty years，and 
“seems genuinely contented.” 

The audience who had listened to 
Hsu's reading for more than an hour 
were anxious to ask questions of the 
S.F. State professor，Frank Chinn， 
himself a blaywright， queried， 
“Aren'tthese writers in China better

described as ideological engineers?” 

Hsu disagreed. He answered that 
he did see an Opportunity for crea- 
tivity in the writing currently Pub- 
Hished in China. But he added that 
he was“too much of a bourgeois”to 
have much faith in China's team- 
work approach to literature， 

“With the unchanging Situation as 
it is，how much can they grow as 
authors?” 

Only four or five_ authors .receive 
name recognition. 工 he rest receive 
no individual credit for their writ- 
ing.“Talent is a cursed word， 了 su 
concluded， 

WRITING APIIIUDE 

Realizing that this was an extreme 
statement，the bearded scholar ex- 
plained that the Chinese preferred 
“writing interest ”to describe apti- 
tude. Those that displayed this in- 
terest Were encoutaged from youth 
to polish their writing skills， 

All young Chinese are avid reaeers， 
Hsu found one hotel boy reading a 
book half-hidden in a desk drawer 
in the lobby.、 On the other hand， 
older members of society are loathe 
to even take up the pen, remember- 
ing victims of changing Political 
winds: 

When talking with such older 
friends from his childhood days， 
Hsu found that they drifted back， 
that his ， very，Presence Was 3 
reminder of things long forgotten. 
For this reason，Hstu feels that 让 
might not be good for China's revo- 
lutionary progress 让 at this time 
Chinese have extended contact with 
foreigners. 

Another question from the audi- 
ence asked aboutthe telative artistic 
sophistication of fiction and art in 
China. Hsu hesitated before he an- 
Swered, “This is where we realize 
that we and the Chinese are not 
talking the same language， When 
we talk about sophistication，they 
callit romanticization.” 

MONOTONOUS THEMESs 

“Tasked the Chinese” continued 
Hsu,“Won'tthe readers get tired of 
the same themes?”But the Chinese 
were ready for that question，Ihey 
answered，“The readers Tike 让 
Since .ouUT writing is written for 
them，even a farmer's comment is 
taken very seriously.” 

When criticized for creating heroes 
that are too perfect，Hao Ran and 
woman writer Yang Mo answered， 
“What about Confucius? Nobody 
complained that he was too .per-

“That answer Sounded very re- 
heatsed to me,，” Dr. Hsu added.

Hsu nodded knowingly， “I am 
painfully aware of that fact. Its a 
very tough _ problem. Therefore 工 
have to be honest:with myself and 
try to hurt the least through a care- 
fl choice of words.” RE
